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Alberta’s  International  Exports 
January  to  September  2001 
Highlights 


Overview:  Alberta’s  international  exports  grew 
to  $46  billion  in  the  first  nine  months  of  2001,  up 
19.1%  from  the  same  period  of  2000.  The 
increase  was  largely  the  result  of  increased 
prices  and  volumes  of  natural  gas,  and  to  a 
lesser  degree  of  propane,  electricity,  beef  and 
live  cattle.  Other  commodities  with  large 
increases  include  polyethylene,  oil  and  gas  field 
equipment,  methyl  tertiary-butyl  ether  (mtbe) 
and  canola.  Exports  to  the  US  increased  by 
22.4%  to  $41.3  billion,  but  exports  to  the  rest  of 
the  world  declined  by  3.6%.  The  recent 
weakening  of  commodity  prices,  e.g.  of  oil  and 
gas,  and  declining  world  wide  demand  for 
telecom  equipment  caused  Alberta’s  exports  to 
fall  by  10.5%  in  the  third  quarter  of  2001, 
compared  to  the  third  quarter  of  2000. 

Major  Commodities:  Natural  gas  sales  rose 
80%,  as  prices  increased  64%  (but  fell  in  the 
third  quarter)  and  volumes  10%.  Crude  oil 
exports  fell  13%,  as  both  volumes  and  prices 
declined.  Exports  of  propane  rose  65%,  mainly 
because  of  higher  prices.  Polyethylene  exports 
rose  72%  because  of  volume  increases. 
Exports  of  beef,  live  cattle  and  mtbe  (gasoline 
additive)  were  sharply  higher  mostly  as  a result 
of  strong  volume  growth.  Surplus  capacity  in 
Alberta  caused  electricity  to  be  a major  export 
commodity  in  the  first  two  quarters,  with  most 
sales  going  to  Washington  and  California. 
Commodities  with  large  third  quarter  declines 
include  telecom  equipment,  crude  oil,  refined 
petroleum,  wood  pulp  and  mtbe.  Exports  of 
beef,  live  cattle  and  polyethylene  grew  strongly 
in  the  third  quarter. 

Exports  by  Industry:  Exports  by  the  mining 
sector  rose  30%  in  the  first  nine  months  of  2001, 
because  of  higher  prices  and  volumes  of  natural 
gas  and  propane,  but  declined  13%  in  the  third 
quarter.  Primary  agricultural  exports  grew  by 
15%,  led  by  strong  growth  for  live  cattle,  beef 
and  canola.  The  manufacturing  sector’s  exports 
declined  marginally  by  0.6%,  due  to  a 9% 
decline  in  the  third  quarter.  The  following 
manufacturing  sub-sectors  registered  strong 
growth:  machinery;  chemicals;  food,  feed  and 
beverages;  transportation  and  fabricated  metals. 
The  global  slump  in  the  telecom  industry  caused 
a 31%  decline  in  the  electronics  industry. 


United  States:  Total  exports  to  the  US  rose 
22%  in  the  first  nine  months  of  2001,  but  fell  by 
10%  during  the  third  quarter.  Natural  gas  is  the 
primary  source  of  the  year-to-date  increase. 
The  value  of  exports  of  propane,  polyethylene, 
electricity,  mtbe,  beef  and  live  cattle  also  rose 
strongly.  Exports  of  crude  oil,  liquefied 

petroleum  gases  (other  than  propane), 
telephone  equipment,  urea  and  wood  pulp  fell. 

Asia:  Exports  to  Asia  were  down  10%  from  the 
previous  year.  Strong  growth  in  imports  of 
canola,  malt  and  pork  was  more  than  offset  by 
declines  in  wood  pulp,  polyethylene  and  coal. 
Imports  by  China,  Thailand,  the  Philippines  and 
Vietnam  increased  strongly,  but  large  declines 
were  registered  by  South  Korea,  Hong  Kong, 
Indonesia  and  Singapore.  Japanese  imports 
declined  by  2%. 

Europe:  Exports  to  Western  Europe  were  7% 
lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  because  of  a 
28%  drop  in  the  third  quarter.  Wood  pulp 
exports  fell  sharply,  but  exports  of  turbo- 
propellers and  horse  meat  increased.  Imports 
by  Alberta’s  top  European  markets,  Italy,  the 
United  Kingdom,  Germany  and  Belgium,  were 
lower,  but  Scandinavian  imports  rose  sharply. 
Led  by  very  strong  growth  in  Russia,  exports  to 
the  Eastern  European  countries  rose  57%. 
Exports  of  oil  and  gas  field  equipment  increased 
sharply. 

Latin  America:  Alberta’s  exports  to  South 
America  fell  10%,  as  a result  of  a large  decline 
in  used  aircraft  sales  to  Argentina.  Exports  to 
Venezuela  rose  19%,  but  exports  to  Argentina 
fell  68%  and  to  Chile  37%.  Central  American 
imports  increased  30%,  because  of  very  strong 
growth  in  beef  imports.  Telecom  imports  fell 
sharply.  Mexico’s  imports  rose  55%. 

Other  Regions:  Exports  to  the  Middle  East  fell 
5%,  mostly  due  to  declining  wheat  sales  to  Iran, 
Iraq  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates.  African 
imports  from  Alberta  rose  1%.  Imports  by 
Morocco,  Nigeria  and  Tunisia  were  sharply 
higher.  Exports  to  the  Oceania  region  were  46% 
lower  in  year-to-date  2001.  Exports  to  Australia 
fell  57%,  as  telecom  sales  plummeted.
